THE CRY OF BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION 
from Dr. Bradbury, and the Fusion Legislature 
adjourned to Monday afternoon, having ap- 
pointed a committee to inquire as to the legality 
of the Fusion Legislature, and report a line of 
action. The Committee is of a conservative 
type, and will not report in favor of force or 
any other extreme measures.

NO OUTBREAK IS EXPECTED. 
The complete subsidence of the conspirators 
shows the regard which even ill-disposed men 
have for the emphatic verdict of the Court. 

No such scenes were ever before witnessed at 
the Capitol as those of Saturday after- 
noon, which marked the coming in of 
the Republican Legislature. After the ten days 
of trial and suspense every Republican member 
was found in his place in the Senate, and all but 
three composing the House. Every face 
showed a happy expression. The patient 
and interested spectators remained from 
2 tii s o'clock, determined not to 
leave until Gov. Davis was fully inaugurated. 
The ovations that were paid Senator Blaine, the 
Hon. Lot M. Morrill, and Mr. Hale, although 
grand, were tame in comparison to the out- 
bursts of enthusiasm manifested on the 
appearante of Governor-elect Davis, attended 
by his new Council.

THE OUTGOING SECRETARY OF STATE 
was a little strong-headed in refusing the re- 
turns and keys of his office, but the office was 
nevertheless taken possession of by the new 
Secretary. 

Those best informed say the fight is over, and 
apprehend no further trouble. All day long the 
streets were crowded with people coming from 
all parts of the State to witness the inaugura- 
tion. The Fusionists did not appear promi- 
nently. Had the least resistence been made 
to the assembling of the Legislature chosen 
by the people there were hundreds 
of armed men who would have easily 
grappled with the question. Taken all 
in all, Saturday was one of the happiest days 
ever experienced- by the Republicans 
and other loyal people of Maine, and it should 
be stated that many Democrats are as well 
pleased with this happy solution as are the Re- 
publicans.

IMPROVING THE MISSISSIPPI. 

Sr. Louis, June 18.—The Mississippi River 
Commission is in session here, and will probably 
remain during the present week.
